Mayor Robert Gilholm presided and Councillor-at-Large Ross Livingston 
and Councillors Al Demarest, Camiel Desloovere, Edward Down, John English 
and Kenn Howling were in attendance. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that an application 
for severance was submitted by Mrs. Florence Methner. 

A public hearing will be held on January 13, 1981 at the Court House 
in Woodstock concerning the Calhaven Farms Ltd. application for consent. 

The Land Division Committee advised that Bruce McLean appealed the 
decision of the Land Division Committee in denying his severance 
application. 

Ministry of Housing enclosed a revised copy of a draft plan of 
subdivision in Drumbo (File # 32T-76121) former Etherington plan. The 
revision incorporates roads into the Taylor plan of subdivision adjacent 
to, and aligns lots within the Etherington plan. 

Township of Burford, Committee of Adjustment advised that they granted 
the George and Barbara Taylor (Lot 21, Cone. 1, Burford) application for 
severance and denied the Marion Sheridan (Lot 12, Cone. 1, Burford) 
application for severance. 

The Town of Dunnville requested Council's endorseation of their reso- 
lution objecting to the establishment of a Liquid Waste Disposal Site 
in the former Township of South Cayuga and the Provincial Government's 
method of establishing the site. After considerable discussion of the 
matter, Council moved to note and file the request. 

James S. Davison, Canine Control Officer for the Municipality advised 
that due to rising costs the rate of $14.00 per hour will be imposed for 
1981, an increase of $2.00 per hour over the 1980 rate. Council will 
consider the matter further at their next regular meeting. 

Bruce Main, R.R. #1, Plattsville, Ontario, advised Council that he 
wishes to withdraw his building permit application to erect a poultry 
building on his property. 

A letter was received from Mr. A. J. Wallbank, R.R. #1 Drumbo, Ontario, 
noting that the proposal to remove the overhead railway bridges in Drumbo 
would destroy the historic character of the village and increase the 
speed of motorists travelling through. Council moved to note and file 
the correspondence and instructed the Clerk to reply to Mr. Wallbank 
that they are more concerned with the safety of the motorists and pedis- 
trians using the structures rather than the historic significance. 

Norman Philpott, Cost Accountant for his client, Stone Salvage, ad- 
vised Council that the actual cost of gasoline is 28.8 cents per litre, 
effective January 1, 1981. This cost represents an increase of 5.9 cents 
per litre over the price effective for 19 80. Council moved by resolution 
to amend the value of the contract , as previously arranged, to reflect 
the actual increase in gasoline costs for the second term of a four year 
contract. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that they are 
preparing to sell 16.0 acres of surplus land located in Lots 19 and 20, 
Concession 6 (Blenheim) . Council advised that they have no interest in 
purchasing the property. 
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Ontario Municipal Board approved the Fifth Concession Drain under- 
taking and the issuance of debentures if required. 

K. Smart Associates Ltd. advised that the Livingston - Vernooy Drain 
is now substantially completed and final inspection will be held 
Tuesday, January 6, 1981 at 10:00 a.m., on site. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that an interim 
subsidy payment in the amount of $159,681.90 has been approved. 

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs requested Council to review 
the limits of security bonds on its staff members. Council will review 
the matter at their next regular meeting. 

Ontario Good Roads Association enclosed an agenda on the topics for 
discussion at their annual convention held in Toronto February 23, 24 
and 25, 1981. 

Ministry of theEnvironment enclosed a bulletin outlinging a recent 
amendment to the Environmental Assessment Act Regulation for Municipal 
Undertakings . 

A letter was received from the Town of Lincoln, expressing concern 
over the existing allowable interest charge of one and one-quarter 
percent per month on tax arrears. The Council of the Town of Lincoln 
recommended that the Municipal Act be amended to permit a charge of 
one and three-quarter percent per month on tax arrears. Council re- 
cognized the need for increased limits allowed on tax arrears, however, 
did not specify a rate. 

Association of Municipalities of Ontario (A.M.O.) advised that 
Blandford-Blenheim's membership fee to the organization, for 1981, 
would be $488.81. Council moved not to join the association. 

Rural Ontario Municipal Association (R.O.M.A.) advised that Blandford- 
Blenheim's membership fee to the organization for 1981 would be $125.00 
Council moved to join the Association again this year. 

Council considered the appointment of a person to represent the 
Municipality on the Oxford Farm Safety Association. 

Council received four tenders for the crushing, hauling and stock- 
piling of approximately 42,000 cubic yards of gravel in 1981. The 
tenders are as follows:

Ontario Municipal Board issued an order approving rezoning by-law number 
392-81 (Ward Becker) . The order allows a single family residence to be 
erected on Part of Lot 3, Concession 14 (Blenheim) .

Council lor-at-Large Ross Livingston presided as Acting Mayor in the 
absence of Mayor Robert Gilholm. Councillors Camiel DeSloovere, Edward 
Down, John English and Kenn Howling were in attendance. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that a Public Hearing 
will be held at the Court House in Woodstock on Tuesday, September 22, 1981 
concerning the J. Edward Pearson application for severance. 

County Council advised that Restricted Area By-laws No. 414-81 (Mr. & 
Mrs. Gary Walters) and 416-81 (Mr. & Mrs. Bruce Peat) are deemed to conform 
with the Official Plan of the Oxford Planning Area. 

County of Oxford, Department of Planning enclosed a draft approval for 
a Plan of Subdivision located in Part of Lot 12, Concession 7 (former 
Blenheim) owned by J.M. and J. A. Taylor. The subdivision can be developed 
if conditions in the draft approval are met. 

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority advised that they have no 
objection to Restricted Area By-law No, 416-81 (Bruce Peat). 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that all costs 
associated with the repair of Bridge Structure #39, on the Road Allowance 
between Lots 6 and 7, Concession 6 (Blenheim) are eligible for 80% subsidy. 

K. Smart Associates Limited enclosed a report on the flood damage during 
the construction of Bridge Structure #23, on the Road Allowance between 
Lots 6 and 7, Concession 12 (Blenheim). The report outlined 3 alternatives 
for repairing the south bank of the river east of the bridge structure. 
Council requested that alternative #3 that involved straightening the river 
bed and riprap along the banks be followed. 

The Township of Minto requested Council's endorseation of a resolution 
demanding the Federal and Provincial governments to take steps to provide 
farmers and small businessmen with long term operating loans at reduced 
rates of interest. Council moved to note and file the correspondence. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation acknowledged receipt of a complete 
application {Wintario File #LON-81-800251) for the proposed Drumbo Community 
Centre. The proposed project has been deemed eligible for consideration for 
a Wintario Capital grant, along with all other eligible applications 
received by September 30th, 1981. 

Minister of Revenue, George Ashe advised that the municipal enumeration 
for this fall has been postponed to allow the Government to prepare legis- 
lation to undertake enumeration during municipal election years only. 

The Workmen's Compensation Board advised that effective July 1, 1981, 
the earnings maximum for Compensation was increased from $18,500.00 to 
$22,200.00 per person annually. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food advised that the Township's Tile Drainage 
Allocation for 1981-82 has been established at $93,000.00. 

The Township was issued a summons requesting return of property taxes from 
197 3 until 1978 on Part of the South Half of Lot 12, Concession 1 (Blandford) 
on property owned by Mr. Gustav Imrich. The property was acquired by the 
Ministry of Transportation and Communications effective October 10, 1973 for 
the purpose of re-aligning County Road #4 as a result of the erection of the 
Blandford Square Shopping Centre. The M.T.C. never notified the assessment 
office of the transfer, therefore, the property remained listed as being 
owned by Mr. Imrich, therefore, property tax bills continued to be processed. 
The Township previously wrote off 3 years taxes, 1979 to 1981, and on the 
advice of their lawyer will return the remaining principle from 1973 to 197 8 
in the amount of $552.84.

Council met at 9:30 a.m. at the Township Office for their first regular 
meeting of the month. 

Mayor Robert Gilholm presided and Councillor-at-Large Ross Livingston 
and Councillors Alphonse Demarest, Camiel DeSloovere, Edward Down, John 
English and Kenn Howling were in attendance. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford, Land Division Committee advised that an application for 
severance was submitted by Leslie Adamkiewicz. 

Land Division Committee granted the J. Edward Pearson application for 
severance provided the severed parcel is conveyed to an abutting land owner 
and held in identical ownership. 

County of Oxford registered no objection to the Edward Alway minor 
variance application in Lot 14, Concession 4 (Blenheim) concerning the 
expansion of a commercial farm operation. 

An Order in Council was received from the Ontario Cabinet concerning 
an appeal from Gary and Shirley Walters over a decision of the Ontario 
Municipal Board. The cabinet ordered that the decision of the Ontario 
Municipal Board shall be the subject of a new public hearing to permit the 
Township to amend the by-law to meet the Board's criticisms including the 
bringing of evidence of conformity with the Official Plan, suitability as 
a building lot and on other matters. 

County of Oxford advised that a resolution was passed on September 23, 
1981 advising the ministry of Housing that the County would not participate 
in the Ontario Home Renewal Program. 

County Clerk, Harold Walls advised that it was impossible to issue new 
County Fire Grid Numbers in the Township at this time. Bell Canada will 
not supply or hold numbers for future use, and issuing numbers under the 
Grid System with using them would add confusion for the fire fighters and 
the general public. 

Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing enclosed their Annual Housing 
Review package for completion. The review will assist the Ministry to 
deliver their programs more effectively. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food outlined their method in distributing 
the 1981-1982 tile drainage allocations. The funds were distributed to the 
various municipalities based on this years demand for funds only. 

David Stock, Solicitor commented on a letter from Robert Racknor's 
solicitor, Mr. Don Mclntyre requesting building permit approval for a 
farm workshop provided the existing foundation was altered to meet the 
setback requirements. Council instructed the Clerk to advise the Township 
lawyer that the entire foundation is to be removed before consideration is 
given to issuing a permit for a farm workshop in the same location as the 
existing foundation . 

Council reviewed the present zoning on Canadian National Railway property 
in Princeton north of Railway Street and east of Main Street (County Road 
No. 3) . A portion of the site used by Pelton Bros, as a lumber yard is 
located in a Restricted Agriculture (Al) zone. Council instructed the Clerk 
to contact C.N.R. and advise that their tennant is operating in an illegal 
zone. 

Township of North Dumfries requested Council's intentions on the Townline 
Bridge Abutment Repairs. Council requested that the work be tendered as 
soon as possible since Blandford-Blenheim has included the estimated 
expenditure in their 1981 Road budget. 

K. Smart Associated Limited enclosed final payment certificates for work 
done repairing Bridge Structure #39. The total cost of the repair was 
$22,289.58.

Council met at 7:00 p.m. at the Township Office for their second regular 
meeting of the month. 

Mayor Robert Gilholm presided and Councillor-at-Large Ross Livingston 
and Councillors Alphonse Demarest, Camiel DeSloovere, Edward Down, John 
English and Kenn Howling were in attendance. 

CORRESPONDENC E : 

Township of South West Oxford enclosed proposed amendments to the waste 
disposal policies of the County Official Plan which would have the effect 
of directing waste disposal facilities to those areas within the agricultural 
preserve policy area where the adverse impacts associated with this type of 
facility would be minimized. Council moved to note and file the correspondence. 

Majorie Davison, R. R. #5, Simcoe advised Council that she would be willing 
to restore Canine Control Services to the municipality. The 1982 contract 
price would guarantee the Davison Canine Control Shelter $372.00 per month, 
which would include 16 hours of patrol time per month. Any additional 
patrol time would be charged at a rate of $17.00 per hour. Council voted 
to accept Mrs. Davison's terms and requested the Clerk to prepare a formal 
agreement. 

Maurice Lambert, Bright requested on behlaf of the Woodstock Field Naturalists 
the opportunity to appear before Council and discuss a portion of the abandoned 
C.N.R. line. Council moved to discuss the matter with the group after more 
information on the future use of the abandoned railway property is made 
available from the CN. 

County of Oxford enclosed a copy of a Notice of Application For Approval 
to Expropriate Land being a portion of Lot 22, Concession 13 {former Blenheim) 
more particularly described as Part 1 of Reference Plan 41R-2589 for the 
purpose of road widening, reconstruction and realignment. 

Ontario Municipal Board {Re: File Number E811510) approved an application 
in the amount of $450,000.00 to aid in the construction of works under The 
Tile Drainage Act. 

Ontario Municipal Board requested that a copy of the draft notice for 
advertising the ward boundary amendments be forwarded to the Board for 
consideration before placing the advertisement. They also suggested that 
describing the individual polling subdivisions in By-law Number 4 26-81 is 
not required by the Board. The By-law therefore, was repealed by Council 
and a new By-law {No. 4 36-81) was enacted. 

Grand River Conservation Authority granted permission to Dan Stauffer 
to place rip-rap material along an eroding bank of the Nith River in Lot 
19, Concession 12 (former Blenheim) . 

Mr. & Mrs. George Matheson, Princeton, Ontario, requesting improvements 
be undertaken on the Pruss-Wilson Drain in Lot 19, Concession 5 (former 
Blenheim) . Since the request called for tiling a section of Open Ditch, 
Council required an opinion from Engineer, Kenn Smart before making a 
decision on the Matheson request. 

K. Smart, P. Eng. issued a Certificate of Completion for the Lock 
Drain Branch G Improvement project. 

City of Woodstock enclsoed a proposed form of standard agreement to 
be available for use with all area municipalities subsequently joining the 
fire alert system. 

Union Gas Limited advised that an agreement was entered into with the 
former Township's of Blandford and Blenheim in 1965 and 1966 respectively 
allowing the utility to cross municipal roads. 
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Written Confirmation was received from gravel pit owners Robert Ballantyne, 
Dan Stauffer and Marilyn Wheeler accepting the Township's offer of . 8 5C per 
cubic yard for pit run gravel for 1982. 

Regional Assessment Commissioner, M.C. Quinn enclosed the final 1981 
apportionment for the Restructured County of Oxford. The Township's 
apportionment percentage of the County expenditure is 10.9402%. 

Mrs. Eva Stotz, R. R. #2, Kitchener, Ontario sole executor to the A.C. 
Becker Estate advised that she has no interest in a 4 acre landlocked parcel 
of land located in Lot 4, Concession 14 (former Blenheim) presently owned 
by the Estate. Council requested a legal opinion on the procedure involved 
for selling the land for the tax arrears owing. Due to the location of the 
parcel of land, it would appear to have a minimal value. 

Mrs. Dianne Kidman, Plattsville, Ontario requested consideration for 
exemption of the water and sewer user charge on a property in Plattsville. 
Since the building on the property is not used for residential or commercial 
purposes, Council granted the request. 

Mrs. Doris-Anne Smith, 35 John Street W., Bright, Ontario requested 
consideration for replacement of the faulty street light in front of their 
property. Council authorized the Clerk to order a new dusk to dawn light 
to alleviate the situation. 

Two quotations were received for the supply and placement of 6" (R-20) 
insulation to the ceiling of the Drumbo Works Department garage. 

Great Northern Insulation, Woodstock - $1,345.00 
Strassburger Insulation Limited, Waterloo - $1,386.00 

Council accepted the quote of Great Northern. 

J. Wm. Jones, Fire Services Adviser for the area provided written 
comments on the water supply in Bright for fire suppression. Council 
discussed the recommendations and agreed to continue with the necessary 
legal steps to be taken to eventually restore the existing fire reservoir 
on Charles Street. 

Council was also in agreement that the Fire Department take steps to 
restrict children from using the area for recreational activities.

- Mrs. Walter Magda and her son Edward to discuss a residential zoning for 
Part of Lot 16, Concesson 2 (former Blenheim).

Chief Mr. Allen Kipp to discuss the water supply facilities in Bright. 

- Mr. Gordon Aspden, Road Superintendent and Mr. Peter Modry, Building 
Inspector attended to discuss various matters.
